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PREFACE 

THERE  was  a  time  when  it  was  generally 

believed   in   the   United    States  that  the 

Hispanic  world  to  the  south  had  had  no 

history.     And  even  after  that  idea  had 

been    dispelled,    there    were    teachers    of 

American  history  who  still  declared  that 

Hispanic  America  had   contributed  little 

or  nothing  to  the  study  of  its  past.     The 

publication  of  Winsor's  Narrative  and  crit- 

ical history  of  America,  with  its  extensive 

bibliographical  and  critical  notes,  made  it 

apparent,  thirty  years  ago,  that  there  ex- 

isted a  considerable  body  of  historical  lit- 

erature on  Hispanic  America,  much  of  it 

the  work  of  Hispanic  Americans.     Since 

that  time  historical  investigation  concern- 

ing Spanish  and  Portuguese  America  as  a 

whole  and  concerning  the  several  states 

has  made  rapid  progress.      Documents  of 

the  colonial  regime  and  the  revolutionary 

period  have  been  published  from  archives,

BIBLIOGRAPHY:  HISTORY 


Spanish  and  local,  and  based  upon  them, 
there  has  appeared  a  long  list  of  scholarly 
publications,  marked  by  rigorous  method 
and  sound  judgment.  In  the  United  States 
there  has  been  a  steadily  increasing  interest 
in  Hispanic- American  history  since  1898 
and  the  last  five  years  in  particular  have 
witnessed  an  extraordinary  development 
in  teaching  and  investigation  in  the  field. 

The  first  desideratum  of  the  serious  stu- 
dent in  any  subject  is  some  sort  of  biblio- 
graphical guide.  No  one  has  undertaken 
work  in  the  field  of  Hispanic-American 
history  without  feeling  the  handicap  which 
the  lack  of  such  a  guide  imposes  upon  him, 
for  it  has  been  necessary  for  each  investi- 
gator to  build  up,  from  the  beginning,  his 
bibliographical  apparatus.  It  is  to  meet 
this  need,  to  provide,  if  not  a  complete 
bibliography,  at  least  a  list  which  may 
serve  as  a  basis  for  an  eventual  definitive 
work,  that  the  present  work  has  been  com- 
piled. 

It  has  been  my  purpose  to  include  the 
essential  works,  both  primary  sources  and 
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secondary  studies.  As  to  what  is  an  "es- 
sential work,"  opinion  will  plainly  differ. 
For  to  the  modern  student,  some  biased, 
distorted  contemporary  account  may  re- 
veal a  state  of  public  consciousness,  or  the 
jottings  of  some  early  traveler  may  give  a 
picture  of  society  which  is  of  as  great 
value  as  the  most  learned  compilation.  I 
have  therefore  tried  to  be  catholic  in  my 
selection,  listing  works  on  special  episodes 
and  periods  as  well  as  the  more  general 
studies.  Biography  has  naturally  been 
given  a  place  of  equal  importance  with 
the  narration  of  events,  and  the  story  of 
the  missions  has  everywhere  been  included, 
for  their  history  is  often  the  record  of 
Spanish  and  Portuguese  expansion.  In 
the  fields  ancillary  to  history  (antiquities, 
anthropology,  archaeology  and  ethnology; 
cartography  and  geography;  constitutional 
law,  government,  and  political  economy; 
linguistics  and  literature),  I  have  included 
only  bibliographical  and  general  works. 
And  I  have  made  a  similar  limitation  in 
the  list  of  works  on  the  non-Hispanic  col- 
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onies  of  Guiana  and  the  Antilles.  In  every 
case,  I  have  tried  to  record  any  biblio- 
graphical works  on  a  period  or  subject. 

Many  of  the  general  works  listed  cover 
the  field  up  to  the  end  of  the  nineteenth 
century.  But  I  have  not  included  works 
on  the  special  period  since  1830,  or  roughly 
since  the  end  of  the  Revolution.  Several 
reasons  have  led  me  to  this  decision;  the 
chief  has  been  that,  aside  from  certain 
episodes  such  as  the  War  of  the  Pacific  or 
the  French  intervention  in  Mexico,  the 
history  of  the  Hispanic- American  republics 
since  their  independence  has  not  as  yet 
been  the  subject  of  general  scholarly  in- 
vestigation. The  narrative  of  events  will 
be  found  in  the  general  histories  and  some 
glimpse  at  the  states  of  national  conscious- 
ness may  be  obtained  in  the  text -books  or 
manuals  on  the  history  of  the  individual 
countries  which  I  have  listed. 

Certain  types  of  work  have  been  omitted 
altogether:  (i)  government  publications  of 
the  individual  Hispanic- American  republics 
since  the  declaration  of  independence  (such 
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as:  collections  of  laws  and  statutes,  or  of 
treaties,  congressional  records,  depart- 
mental reports,  official  bulletins,  diarios, 
gacetas,  and  registers,  statistical  annuals); 
(2)  calendars  of  state  papers  or  catalogues 
of  archives  of  European  governments,  other 
than  Spain  and  Portugal;  (3)  state  docu- 
ments of  the  United  States.  The  great  im- 
portance of  these  documents  does  not  need 
to  be  emphasized,  but  their  existence  is  so 
well  known  to  all  who  are  engaged  in  re- 
search and  their  value  so  slight  to  the 
casual  student,  that  I  have  not  felt  it  ex- 
pedient or  necessary  to  enumerate  them. 
I  have  also  omitted  articles  (except  bibliog- 
raphies) in  periodical  publications. 

A  word  of  explanation  is  necessary  con- 
cerning the  general  plan  and  the  practice 
adopted.  To  facilitate  the  use  of  the  List, 
I  have  grouped  the  works  under  various 
headings:  first,  works  on  Hispanic-Amer- 
ican history  in  general,  and  then  works  on 
individual  countries  or  states.  Under  each 
main  heading,  I  have  grouped:  I.  Works 
covering  the  whole  history,  and  II.  Works 
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on  special  periods,  namely:  i.  Aborigines 
(to  1492).  2.  Discovery  and  conquest 
(1492-1550).  3.  Colonies  (1550-1810). 
4.  Revolution  (1810-1830).  Under  the 
works  covering  the  whole  history  I  have 
grouped:  A.  Bibliography.  B.  Periodical 
publications  (including  the  publications  of 
learned  societies  and  civic  institutions). 
c.  Collections,  either  of  documents  or  of 
standard  works.  D.  Individual  works. 
Under  each  of  the  special  periods  I  have 
grouped:  A.  Bibliography.  B.  Collec- 
tions, c.  Sources.  D.  Secondary  works. 
In  some  cases  the  limited  number  of  works 
has  made  such  a  subdivision  unnecessary 
and  I  have  adapted  my  plan  to  the  mate- 
rial. Many  of  the  states  of  Central  and 
South  America  became  separate  units  only 
at  the  period  of  the  Revolution  and  much 
of  their  local  history  up  to  that  time  must 
be  sought  under  the  history  of  the  larger 
division  of  which  they  formed  a  part  dur- 
ing the  colonial  regime.  But  each  of  them 
corresponds  to  a  well  recognized  section 
during  that  regime  and  I  have  therefore 
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placed  under  the  modern  name  of  the  sec- 

tion such  works  as  treat  specifically  of  the 

district.      Thus,  works  on  Alto-Peru  and 

Potosi  will  be  found  under  Bolivia,  rather 

than  Argentina  or  Peru.     Again,  certain 

territorial  divisions,  such  as  Tierra-Firme, 

no  longer  exist  and  works  on  these  will  be 

found  under  Hispanic  America  in  .general. 

Works  on  two  specific  countries  are  usually 

entered  under  both;    works  dealing  with 

more  than  two  countries  are  entered  under 

Hispanic  America  in  general.     The  Index 

will  serve  as  a  guide  to  my  entry  in  doubt- 

ful cases.    Under  the  individual  headings, 

works  dealing  with  two  or  more  of  the 

special  periods,  as  for  example  the  Colony 

and  the  Revolution,   are  entered  among 

the  works  covering  the  whole  history. 

The    principal    "liberators"    of    South 

America,  Bolivar,  Miranda,   San  Martin, 

and  Sucre,  exercised  an  influence  far  be- 

yond the  boundaries  of  the  countries  with 

which  they  are  principally  associated.    To 

bring  them  together  and  to  avoid  the  repe- 

tition of  the  long  list  of  works  which  con- 
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cern  them  under  different  countries,  I 
have  placed  all  the  material  dealing  with 
them  under  the  works  on  Hispanic  America 
in  general,  Revolution. 

In  the  matter  of  individual  entry,  my 
practice  has  been  in  general  that  of  the 
Library  of  Congress.  Some  exceptions, 
however,  should  be  noted :  ( i )  I  have  in  all 
cases  followed  the  British  Museum  and 
European  rule  of  entry  under  the  first  of 
the  family  names  of  the  author,  preferring 
"Fernandez  de  Oviedo  y  Valdes,  Gonzalo," 
to  "Oviedo  y  Valdes,  Gonzalo  Fernandez 
de."  (2)  Corporate  publications,  except 
serials,  I  have  entered  under  the  editor  or 
compiler  when  named,  rather  than  under 
the  corporation.  (3)  I  have  used  the  mod- 
ern spelling  for  Christian  names  of  authors, 
preferring  "Alfonso"  to  "Alonsb." 

Since  my  purpose  was  not  to  describe, 
but  to  identify  the  works,  I  have  given 
brief  titles  only  and  have  not  included  the 
name  of  the  publisher  or  printer.  Such 
portion  of  the  title  as  is  given  is  copied 
exactly,  except  that  accentuation  has  been

introduced  in  conform  ity  with  the  modern 
rules.  In  the  matter  of  capitalization  I 
have  in  general  followed  the  Library  of 
Congress  practice,  but  nouns  in  German, 
Dutch  and  Swedish  are  capitalized. 

I  have  made  no  attempt  to  note  all  the 
editions  or  translations  of  a  given  work. 
But  I  have  tried  to  give:  (i)  The  first  edi- 
tion in  the  original  language.  (2)  Any  later 
editions  in  the  original  language  contain- 
ing additional  matter  or  corrections  in  the 
text  or  valuable  additions  by  editors.  (3) 
Any  modern  edition  in  the  original  lan- 
guage, either  separate  or  in  a  collection, 
rendering  accessible  an  early  work  or  one 
out  of  print  and  scarce.  (4)  The  first  Eng- 
lish translation.  (5)  Any  later  edition  of 
this  translation,  corrected  or  enlarged,  or 
any  new  English  translation.  (6)  Any 
modern  edition,  rendering  accessible  an 
early  translation.  (7)  Any  translation  into 
a  foreign  language  other  than  the  original, 
which  contains  valuable  additional  matter 
or  renders  accessible  an  early  or  rare  work. 
When  a  work  is  contained  in  the  first  edi- 
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tion,  or  any  later  edition,  of  -a  collection  ,  I 

have  not  noted  its  appearance  in  subse- 

quent editions  or  reprints  of  the  collection. 

The  usefulness  of  a  bibliography  depends 

ultimately  on  the  possibility  of  finding  and 

using  the  books  which  it  records.   I  believe 

that  every  book  in  the  present  list  can  be 

found  in   some   collection   in    the   United 

States,  and   in  at  least  four  centres   the 

larger  part  of  them  are  accessible  :  at  Wash- 

ington (Library  of  Congress  and  Columbus 

Memorial  Library)  ;    at  Boston  (Harvard 

College  Library  and  Boston  Public  Library, 

with  the  John  Carter  Brown  Library  at 

Providence  within  reach);    at  New  York 

(New  York  Public  Library  and  Library  of 

the  Hispanic  Society  of  America,  with  the 

Yale  University  Library  at  New  Haven 

within  reach)  ;  and  at  San  Francisco  (Uni- 

versity of  California  Library  and  Library 

of  the  Academy  of  Pacific  Coast  History). 

Throughout  the  country  in  other  univer- 

sity, public,  and  society  libraries  will  be 

found  already  a  nucleus  of  materials  for 

the  study  of  the  field.    The  desire  to  facil- 
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itate  their  development  to  meet  the  grow- 
ing demands,  has  been  one  of  the  motives 
which  has  prompted  the  compilation  of 
this  List. 

To  achieve  its  purpose,  it  should  contain 
critical  comments  on  each  work.  This  task, 
however,  must  obviously  be  the  work  of  a 
considerable  group  of  specialists  in  the 
field.  To  compensate  for  this  lack  and  to 
give  the  work  a  certain  usefulness  to  the 
casual  student  or  to  the  librarian  who  de- 
sires to  secure  a  basis  for  his  collection,  I 
have  ventured  to  star  the  works  which  are 
generally  recognized  as  authoritative  or 
fundamental.  The  items  thus  designated 
will  provide  a  survey  of  the  field  as  a 
whole  and  of  each  of  its  divisions,  and 
their  special  bibliographies  and  foot-notes 
will  serve  as  guide-posts  to  more  detailed 
investigation . 

Real  contributions  to  our  knowledge  of 
the  history  of  Hispanic  America  must 
come  from  a  study  of  the  original  'docu- 
ments which  still  rest  in  the  archives  of 
the  Peninsula  and  of  the  various  American 
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capitals.   But  as  a  preliminary  to 

such  in- 

vestigation,  it  is  necessary  for  our  students 

to  secure  a  proper  orientation  by 

a  study 

of  the  materials  already  in  print. 

It  is  mv 

hope  that  this  List,  in  spite  of  its  omissions, 

inaccuracies  and  inconsistencies,  may  con- 

tribute to  the  furtherance  of  this 

phase  of 

their  work.
